State Budget Sliced

The 219th District Court of Collin 
County is now in full operation and 
former McKinney attorney John 
McCraw says he is enjoying the 
challenge of being a district court 
judge. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe asked for the 
formation of the new court in 
emergency legislation two months 
ago. Twenty-four additional district 
courts were established and all began 
operating on Apr. I. 
Appointed by the governor and 
confirmed by the Texas Legislature, 
Judge McCraw assumed his duties on 
April I. His “courtroom” and offices 
consist of three renovated rooms 
behind the regular courtroom in the 
county courthouse in McKinney. 
The 37-year-old former city at­ 
torney for Plano said that the switch 
from private attorney to district court 
judge has not been too much of a 
change, even though “in any new job 
there are a lot of surprises.” 
Although the general knowledge 
needed as a judge is just about the 
same as that needed as an attorney, 
the state does provide several “cram 
courses” for newly appointed judges. 
McCraw recently attended a Texas 
Judiciary Short Course which lasted 
three days and discussed general 
requirements, ethical requirements 
and “ how-to-do” instructions for 
district court judges. 
He will attend a criminal law 
judiciary school in Huntsville next 
week and continues to “read up” on 
the law. 
“The law requires a judge to be fair 
and impartial and to keep well in­ 
formed,” McCraw explained. “An 
attorney represents an individual 
client but a judge must see both sides 
and make sure it is a fair trial.” 
When the 219th District Court was 
established, the old 59th Court (which 
had been serving Collin County on just 
a part-time basis) was moved solely 
to Grayson County. The “leftover” 
cases from the 59th became Judge 
McCraw’s responsibility and he has 
been busy with approximately 200 


civil and 25 criminal cases. 
Also, Judge Tom Ryan of the 199th 
District Court of Collin County has 
been ill for several days, so Judge 
McCraw has been hearing many of his 
cases. 
The renovated rooms which house 
the 219th (and also house the Collin 
County law library) are sufficient for 
all operations except jury trials. 
'Hiose cases are heard in the 199th 
court’s courtroom when it is not in 
session. 
When the new courthouse-jail 
complex is finished early next year, 
there will be three different court­ 
rooms and more than enough room 
for both courts to conduct jury trials 
simultaneously. 
Now that Judge McCraw is “on the 
other side of the bench” from when he 
was a practicing McKinney attorney, 
he said that the problems he sees for 


the county as a judge are pretty much 
the same as those he encountered as 
an attorney. 
“We’re coming from the 20th to the 
21st century and growth is the biggest 
problem that I see, even though we all 
want continued growth,” the judge 
said. 
“The reason this court was created 
was because of the growth situation,” 
he continued. “Usually you have one 
district court for every 50,000 people 
in a county, and we were approaching 
100,000 people and only had one-and-a- 
half courts. 
“Two resident judges are better 
than one because with two full courts 
you can move the dockets a little 
quicker,” Judge McCraw added. 
“This will show, maybe not this year 
because you have about a 60-day lag 
(in hearing court cases), but even 
tually the improvement will show ”

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — In four days 
of budget writing, House members 
have sliced more than $98.5 million 
from the record $15.7 billion budget 
but still have to face the higher 
education section, which sponsors 
want to cut by $76 million. 
Appro pria t io ns 
Com mi tt ee 
Chairman Rep. Bill Presnal, DBryan, 
Thursday said he hopes to cut the 
money from higher education by 
trimming funds for construction 
projects, new junior colleges, repair 
and rehabilitation of buildings and 
special items. 
“What we found was the members 
from the first day wanted to cut,” he 
said. “What we did was give them 
guidance to work from.” 
The $98.5 million slashed from the 


budget included funding for state 
agencies and prison construction. It 
also cut $16 million from a rural loan 
program of the Texas Industrial 
Comission and stopped funding of 
several small agencies such as the 
Governor s Commission on Physical 
Fitness and the Greater South Texas 
Cultural Basin. 
The House also trimmed $57 million 
from health and welfare programs. 
“I think Texas has the best 
department of corrections in the 
states,” said Rep. Joe Hubenak, D- 
Rosenberg. “One thing they do need is 
a hospital facility for 21,000 inmates. 
Don’t kid yourself that they don’t need 
hospital care, too.” 
House members deleted funds for 


the hospital but kept $1.5 million in the 
appropriation bill to fund construction 
of a levee to protect flood plagued 
farmland belonging to the state prison 
in Anderson County. 
Rep. John Bryant, D-Dallas, whom 
one lawmaker called a “kamakazi 
liberal” because of his attempts to kill 
“pet” bills of his colleagues, caused 
the most lively debate Thursday by 
trying to remove funding for the 
Admiral 
Nimitz 
Museum 
in 
Fredericksburg, Tex. 
Bryant argued the museum, named 
after Rear Admiral Chester Nimitz, 
commander of the Pacific Fleet 
during World War II, should be funded 
by the city, which could save the state 
almost $245,000 during the biennium.

tightening up the average 
house,’’ a homeowner can 
save hundreds of kilowatt 
hours of electricity each 
year.

Dear Doc: When do you 
dig potatoes? Ours are a foot 
tall and vigorous, but do we 
wait until they die down, or 
what? 
New potatoes will be ready 
as your plants reach peak 
bloom, while the baking size 
crop won’t be ready until the 
tops die down. Dig your 
potatoes carefully so as not 
to bruise them and store 
them unwashed and cool, but 
not refrigerated. 
Dear Doc: We need to 
prune some big cedar trees 
away from our front door. 
What’s the best time and 
how should we do it? They’ve 
grown up about IO feet and 
spread five to six feet across. 
We would like to cut them 
back by at least 50 percent. 
Sounds like you may have 
arborvitaes, favorites in 
landscapes of the 50’s and 
early 60’s. They, like most 
other evergreens, are slow to 
regrow from severe cut­ 
backs. Try to leave as much 
green foliage as possible as 
you trim so your plants won’t 
be unnecessarily shocked. 
You may soon decide it’s 
simpler to replace with new 
plantings. 
Dear Doc: We have had St. 
Augustine for several years, 
never having one moments 
problem with it. This year, 
though, large patches have 
failed to green up at all.

months, even years, before 
grass dies out. Its charac­ 
teristic symptom: yellow 
mottled leaves. Chances are 
your grass was simply hurt 
by

weather. Should recover 
within a few weeks. 
Dear Doc: How do we 
control the green worms on 
our cabbage and broccoli? 
Those 
are 
cabbage 
loopers, offspring of the 
white cabbage butterfly. Use 
only the biological worm 
spray Bacillus thuringiensis, 
sold under several brand 
nam es including Biotrol, 
biological worm spray and 
thuricide. You may want to 
include a few drops of liquid 
detergent to help hold the 
spray on the plants’ foliage. 
Be sure, too, to allow two 
days for complete control. 
Dear Doc: I’d like to start 
some of the thornless prickly 
pear cacti. Do they make 
seed? There’s one at an 
abandoned gas station down 
the street. 


All prickly pears are 
easily started from an in­ 
dividual pad laid on its side 
in the garden or in a flower 
pot. You’ll want a couple to 
be sure one roots suc­ 
cessfully. 
Seed won’t be 
dependable. 
Dear Doc: We’ve located a 
source of bluebonnet seed 
(from a ranch hillside) for a 
garden 
club 
highway 
beautification project. When 
and how should we collect 
the seed? 
H ighw ay 
p e rso n n e l 
generally wait until pods are 
just turning brown, but 
before they actually burst 
open. They then will rake the 
dry bluebonnet “hay” into 
piles, bag it or load it into 
trucks, and transport it to 
the new sites.

Jhey live on the 
underside of leaves and are 
active in the warm daylight 
hours. Adults are about 1-16 
inch long.

Rings on a leather top 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to remove 
rings from the leather top on my coffee table. I would 
like to know before house cleaning time as I have tried 
many furniture polishes but none were effective. —

DEAR M.N. — You might spread petroleum jelly over 
the surface, leave it for about an hour and then wipe off 
with a dry cloth. I have found this quite effective on 
wood that has been polished and also it will be a good 
preservative for the leather on your table. Test on a 
small spot for effect on the particular finish on your 
leather top.

DEAR POLLY — My letter is for Barbara and her mother 
who want to make a quilting frame. As a little boy I used to 
help my mother tack comforters and that was before the 
beginning of this century. My father made the frame, and 
anyone who can saw a board and drive a tack can make one. 
Secure four boards of soft lumber that are two inches by 
four inches by one inch. That is what you ask for but they will 
actually measure one and three-quarters by three and a half 
by three-fourths inch. They must be smooth on all sides and 
two of them should be at least one foot longer than the longest 
quilt and the other two one foot longer than the widest quilt. 
Prepare strips of cloth two and a half or three inches wide, 
and long enough to go all around the frame. The cloth should 
be something firm like denim or ticking. Fold the strips in half 
and iron in the fold. Using large tacks tack the strips to the 
frames with the fold side projecting a bit beyond the edge. 
Have tacks about two inches apart. 
Buy four C clamps with a jaw spread of at least two inches. 
Clamp your frame with a clamp at each corner and support it 
on the backs of chairs. Sew the backing of the quilt to the cloth 
on the frames using strong twine. Have the clamps set so as to 
leave enough slack for easy stitching. Move the clamps to 
stretch the backing and you are ready to quilt. When you have 
quilted around the edge as far as you can work comfortably, 
remove clamps on the sides and roll the quilt on the fram e and 
then reclamp. — MRS. C.B.M.

Saints Get Expensive 


Canonization Could Reach 
Million 


By ROBIN STAFFORD 
ROME (U PI) — Halos in 
the Rom an Catholic church 
are extrem ely expensive. 
The long process leading to 
canonization is 
costly and 
getting 
m ore 
costly. 
But 
sainthood, despite charges to 
the contrary, is not for sale. 
‘‘A lleg atio n s 
th a t 
a 
sainthood can be bought with 
a 
generous 
sprinkling 
of 
dollars are preposterous,” 
sa y s 
F a th e r 
N icola 
F erran te, the Redem ptorist 
priest who has just 
suc­ 
cessfully chaperoned a bid to 
m ak e Jo h n N epom ucene 
N eum ann, 
19th 
c e n tu ry 
bishop of Philadelphia, the 
first U.S. m ale saint. 
H is 
c a n o n i z a t i o n 
cerem ony takes place at St. 
P ete r’s B asilica on June 19. 
F erran te, the postulator or 
“ agent” for N eum ann since 
1958, is angry at published 
reports that acquiring a halo 
is a m u lti-m illio n d o lla r 
process and that the right 
donation in the right quarter 
can smooth the highway to 
heaven. 
But som e Rom an Catholic 
churchm en have questioned 
the 
c o sts 
involved 
in 
canonization on grounds the 
money could be better spent 
to fund charitable projects. 
There is no doubt that 
backers m ust bleed their 
bank accounts before a new 
saint goes m arching in. 
F erran te allows that the 
lengthy 
and 
e x h a u stiv e 
investigations of a candidate 
saint 
are 
“ extrem ely ex­ 
pensive” 
but adds: 
“ The 
c re a tio n 
of 
new 
sa in ts 
provides an ongoing list of 
people 
who can 
in sp ire 
veneration and em ulation." 
E xact figures for the cost 
of 
canonization 
are 
very 
h ard 
to 
com e 
by, 
as 
prom oters keep them secret. 
One new spaper asserted 
th e 
can o n izatio n 
of th e 
A m erican, Mother Elizabeth 
Seton, on Sep. 14, 1975 cost 
several million dollars. 
W ithout 
d isclo sin g the 
actual cost, Father Joseph I. 
Dirvin, Mother Seton’s of­ 
ficial biographer and press 
spokesm an for her A m erican 
prom oters, retorted at the 
tim e: “ T hat’s ridiculous. It 
would not have touched a 
million dollars." 
The fact that Dirvin even 
m entioned the m agic seven 
figures is an indication that, 
with ram pant inflation and 


ever-increasing 
costs, 
the 
million dollar halo m ay well 
be just around the corner. 
The Catholic Church does 
not 
say 
that 
only 
those 
canonized a re sa in ts 
in 
heaven. But it does say that 
saints nam ed by the Pope 
are definitely there and m ay 
be prayed to for intercession 
before the throne of God. 
“ And that m eans,” said 
F errante in an interview , 
“ that we have to be ab­ 
solutely certain about the 
qualities of the candidates. 
Can you im agine w hat would 
happen if a saint w ere of­ 
ficially recorded, prayed to 
and v e n e ra te d and then 
some appalling fact were 
uncovered about him later? 
“ T h at 
is 
why 
the 
procedure is so long and 
costly. There are m ore than 
1,500 candidates for saint­ 
hood at the m om ent, but I 
don’t suppose, with the tim e 
and money involved, m ore 
than 15 or 20 of them will 
finally m ake it. 
“ I t ’s 
sa fe to 
say 
the 
unknow n o u tn u m b e r 
the 
known saints.” 
N eum ann’s case has taken 
91 
y e a rs to in v e stig a te . 
Mother Seton’s took 93. 
If that sounds depressing, 
St. A lbertus M agnus took a 
record seven centuries to get 
his halo. 
The Pope took over the 
d esig n atio n 
of 
sa in ts 
a 
thousand years ago after 
some glaring m istakes by 
local 
bishops, 
who 
had 
prev io u sly p erfo rm ed the 
function. 
“ F o r 
e x a m p le ,’’ 
sa id 
F e rra n te , 
“ one 
m an 
pronounced to be a saint was 
subsequently proved to have 
died in a state of staggering 
inebriation. 
Well, 
a 
little 
sparkling table talk after a 
little sparkling wine is not 
going to go down against a 
c a n d id a te . But th a t w as 
going too fa r.” 
An occasional outburst of 
ira sc ib ility 
w ill 
also 
probably be overlooked by 
papal exam iners. “ After all, 
saints 
are hum an,” 
says 
F errante. 
As 
an 
exam ple of the 
expense involved in a can­ 
didacy, F erran te showed a 
bookshelf 
lined 
w ith 
docum ents on Neumann in 
his study at the R edem p­ 
torist F a th e rs’ headquarters 
in Rome. 
One thick leather-bound 


red volume dealt solely with 
evidence of an apparently 
m iraculous cure in 1963 in 
P h ila d e lp h ia of te e n a g e r 
M ichael 
F la n ig a n , 
who 
recovered from seem ingly 
te rm in a l 
c a n c e r 
a fte r 
praying to Neum ann. 
“ About 
IOO 
of 
th ese 
volumes had to be printed,’ 
said F erran te, “ and nine 
d o c to rs’ 
opinions 
w ere 
sought. Doctors don’t work 
for nothing and nor do 
prin ters.” 
Since he took over 
as 
N eu m an n ’s p o stu la to r in 
1958, F erran te has had to lay 
out $80,000 on essential ex­ 
penses. Law yers have to be 
retained to speak for the 
candidate. It cost $10,000 to 
rent St. P ete r’s in 1963 for 
N eum ann’s beatification — 
an essential prerequisite for 
canonization. 
F o r t u n a t e l y 
f o r 
N eum ann’s prom oters, Pope 
P au l 
VI 
w aived 
in 
N eum ann's case the usual 
re q u ire m e n t to prove a 
second 
m ira c le , 
th u s 
elim inating 
the 
need 
for 
m ore investigations, m ore 
d o c to rs’ 
bills and 
m ore 
printing costs. 
Candidates must be dead, 
they m ust be proved to have 
possessed heroic virtue, and 
n o rm ally 
at 
le a st 
two 
m iracles m ust be ascribed to 
them. 
“ T hey 
m u st 
be 
d ead 
because they could fulfill all 
the requirem ents in their 
lifetim e and then become 
u n sa in tly 
a t 
th e 
la st 
m o m e n t ,” 
e x p l a in e d 
Ferrante. 
“ P la in 
v irtu e 
is 
not 
enough. Heroic virtues m ust 
be proved. After N eum ann’s 
second apostolic trial
